gavels of

and Speaker Clark 
dissolved con- 


gress until Degember fourth. 


The drop of the gavels was a sig- 


nal for a general scramble to get 
away from Washington and senators 
and representatives huryied away to 
get into the political campaign. 


The proceedings in the

were deadly dull. 
It had been in- 


tended that the lower body would be 
held in session until a set program 
of political speeches had been com- 
pleted but as soon as word was re- 
ceived that the senate had "shut up 
shop" one "minute before 10 o'clock,
